The Observation of the Solar Eclipse. 
The particulars of the success of the ex- 
pedition of Lieut. Gillis of the U. S. Navy to 
South America, to observe the solar eclipse, on 
the 7th of September, are interesting. The 
exposure and fatigue of the journey had 
nearly prostrated Mr. Gillis, aud he had a 
violent atiack of fever and agne on the pre- 
vious day, but rallied sufficiently to make the 
necessary observations, assisted by Mr. Ray- 
mond.
